(USPN 6,598,077) (Primak Patent) in view of 
Canion et al. (U.S. Published Application Publication No. 2002/0108059) (Canion

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Claims 4-9, 12-13, 21, and 23-25 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the Primak Patent in view of the Canion Application and further in 
view of Bull et al. (USPN 6,799,270) (Bull Patent).
